Harlan, Ky.—OP)— After a short 


period of quiet, disorder broke ou 
again in the Harlan coal fields to- 
day with deputy sheriffs and unem 
ployed miners staging a gun figh 
that lasted more than an hour at the 
No. 30 mine of the Black Mountain 
Coal corporation. 


The deputies headed by Jim Danie 


reported to Sheriff J. H. Blair here 
they were attacked by a force o 
men estimated at around 50 afte 
telephone communication from the 
mine to Evarts had been severed. 


None of the eight or nine'-fienutles 


was ir-'ured buVthey did not knov 
whether any miners were shot. Sey 
eral ..hundred rounds were fired from 
automatic 
rifles. The fighters on 


each side were under cover as much 
as possible. 


Sheriff Blair sent three automo 


biles loaded with rifles and ammuni 
tion with nine deputies to reinforce 
the guards. He said he would take 
any steps necessary to Control the 
situation. 


The fighting was near the scene 


of the slaying about ten days ago 
of Jesso-Pace, a deputy killed while 
he and others were arresting sev 
eral men charged with beating up a 
union miner. Nearly a score of ar- 
rests hav© been made as the result 
of the previous disorder 
and the 


Black Mountain and other mines 
have sought injunctions In federal 
court against interference with their 
property or employes. 


A large number of miners are out 


of work partly as a result of the 
economic situation and union lead- 
ers have been seeking to organize 
them. Three commissaries have been 
raided within the last week by men 
who were out of work.

Record Shows Fifth District 


Representative Is Ac- 


tive in House

draws after expressing his views, 
moves "to strike out the last word", 
which'is the pro forma amendment 
used to obtain the floor for debate, 
reserves a point of order on some- 
thing,-and then withdraws it, and in 
these ways gets his word in. 


Only Two Bills 


Rep. Stafford had only tno bills be- 


fore the seventy-first Congress, both 
of them introduced in the final ses- 
sion. There was no action on either 
if them. 
:'One sought to abolish the "lame 
duck" session of Congress without 
amending the constitution, by taking 
advantage of the constitutional pro- 
vision that Congress can set a date 
other than the first Monday in De- 
cember for the convening of Con- 
gress. In a formal speech four days 
after Introducing the bill. Rep. Staf- 
ford explained it as follows: 


"I would do away with all of these 


so-called hold-over sessions after an 


/ election, except those called together 


in extraordinary session by the Pres- 
ident in emergencies. I would have 
the Congress meet In regular session 
on the 6th of March following the 
election. I would have that session 
•virtually the short session, to con- 
sider the appropriation-bills In a 4- 
month period, as the Congress today 
haa two and a half months to con- 
alder these appropriatior bills, and 
unless there was some "pressing legis- 
lative program which reauired orr 
being in session after July J, I would 
expect the Congress to adjourn of 
Its own motion about that date. 


'Then I would provide that the 


Congress meet on the second Monday 
of November or other such date In 
the-fall as the Congress might deter- 
mine, and run along until adjourn- 
ment in the following summer. 
If, 


perchance, the Congress which met 
on the second Monday of November 
should adjourn before the first of 
the year, then I provide that the 
Congress should meet on Jan. 4, in 
order to meet the constitutional man- 
date that Congress shall meet once 
in every year. That would be the 
long session. 


Explains System 


"Then I-would provide that if, per- 


chance, the long session of Congress 
which continues into or meets in the 
even-numbered years should not have 
adjourned over the hot Bummer 
months, it should mandatorily ad- 
journ on the last Saturday to Oc- 
tober. Then there would be no hold- 
over, lame-duck sessions after an 
election under the terms of this bill." 


A "lame duck" session, however, 


\vould count the electoral vote every 
four years electing the president and 
vice president. 


Rep. Stafford's only other bill was 


a private bill to grant an increase in 
pension to Mrs. Mary E. Bailey. Such

bills are never passed separately, but 
incorporated 
In omnibus 
pension 


bills. The Stafford bill was not put in 
an omnibus bill. 


Rep. Stafford blocks the passage of 


many private bills, and succeeded In 
preventing the passage of two or 
three introduced by his colleague, 
Rep. John C. Schafer ot Milwaukee, 
and an omnibus bill for the relief of 
widows of men who died in the Unit- 
ed States foreign service, introduced 
by the late Rep. Henry Allen Cooper 
of Racine.

When a child learns something for 


he first time he moves slowly. His 
mind works slowly, his nerves re- 
spond slOrt'Iy, uis actions and expres- 
sion are slow. With each repetition 
there is more ease. 
The fact takes 


hold. With each recall and use the 
fact comes to the front faster, until, 
in time, it comes swiftly as light. 


The teacher must help the chil- 


dren get their facts down to the lev- 
el of memory where they are knitted 
into the fabric of "mind so completely 
that they respond instantly. If the 
child responds with the wrong an- 
swer you may be certain that he is 
not yet ready for speedy work. Ac- 
curacy must come first. Get the fact 
set right. Then practice It again and 
again until the right answer comes 
every time. 
When that happens, 


when the child is SURE of his facts, 
you can speed him If you like. Usual- 
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ly you will find that he has already 
achieved his limit of speed. Accuracy 
and speed usually are close. Slowness 
does not mean accuracy. 
Neither 


does speed. Accuracy is apart from 
this matter of time. Get it first. Then 
practice. Then drill. And the child's 
natural speed Is clear to you. 


When a child is learning his tables 


and lists he is uncertain. He hesitates 
between one. answer and another. 


Ive him time-and he gets the an- 


swer right. 
Hurry him; confusion 


sets in and he is usually so disturbed 
hat he loses all control, cannot se- 
cct the right answer and fails in 
srreat distress. That in Itself lg suffi- 
cient to halt the speed test where he 
s concerned. He is not ready for It. 
To give him speed tests before he has 
set his facts is to make him more un- 
certain, to set a memory of distress 
in association with his success. It'is 
clear that speeding, while a good ex- 
ercise, must-be kept in its proper 
place in ihe process of learning. 


What is to be-.done with the slow 


child? That one who will not get his 
answer down on time? Who does 
three examples while the class does 
ten? Study what ails him. Learn his 
rhythm, his rate of speed and be 
guided'by it. Itisfatal to try to speed 
a slow child. You do him much harm 
and yourself no good. . 


The slow child needs rhythm. Mu- 


sic accompanying his efforts helps 
establish it. Exercises that help him 
to -relax and gain control of his body 
heap.' Best of all, examination by a 
children's -expert to' ascertain - the 
cause of his slowness, an adjustment 
of work to meet his peculiar need, 
personal- attention. Speed tests are 
finishing aids, not for the first wav- 
ering: steps, and should be used with 
caution, if at all.

prohibition the 


paramount issue of the next cam- 
paign. 


Mr. Raskob feels that the party 


should take an unequivocal position 
on prohibition.

given In Rhode Island, one of the 
wet states.

Evolution Not Accidental, 


Noted Scientist Declares 


Washington — (fP) — The gian 


shovel-tusked mastodon of three mil 
Uon years ago was used as a "labra 
lory specimen" by Prof. Henry Fair 
field Osborn today in attacking "ac 
cidental" theories of evolution be 
fore 
the 
National 
Academy o: 


Sciences. 


Prof. Osborn is president of tlie 


American Museum of Natural His 
tory, New York, and a well-known 
paleontologist. 
He said the evolu 


Uon of the scoop-like lower jaw of 
!he shovel-tusked mastodon is evi 
dence that evolutionary changes do 
not occur by accident, but resull 
from the "struggle for 
existence" 


among organs within an animal. 


The shovel-tusked 
mastodon de- 


veloped Its lower jaw into a scoop 
to gather swamp plants while its 
relative, the African elephant, de 
veloped its upper tusks to great 
length to uproot trees for their sue* 
culent top twigs. Prof. Osborn be- 
lieves each animal developed the 
lusks best adopted to gathering food 
In its vicinity not by accident but 
by necessity. 


This supports his belief that or- 


gans of an animal which develop 
most rapidly are those that do the 
most work. Machines break down 
under resistance, he pointed out, but 
animal organs improve in proportion 
to the resistance they meet. 


This principle Prof. 
Osborn ex 


plained, is contrary to three widely- 
held modern evolution 
theories. 


These are the Lamarckian theory 
that new animal types arise because 
they inherit changes resulting from 
changed habits in past generations; 
the Darwinian 
theory that new 


types result from accidental varia 
tions of which only the best adapted 
survive, and the vitalistic theories 
that changes arise from a driving 
force within the germ plasm. 


New evolutionary principles have 


been revealed by his study of the 
mastodon and 
its 
development 


through millions of years, Prof. Os- 
born said. These he believes are 
contrary to accepted genetic theor- 
ies that new animal types result 
from mutations, or sudden changes 
within the germ plasm, or that they 
arise from chemical 
or 
physical 


changes in genes, the michoscopic 
factors that transmit characteristics 
from father to son.

FARMERS TOLD TO 


EXPERIMENT WITH 


CROP OF SOYBEANS 


Point Out Advantages of 


Plant When Used for Feed- 
ing Purposes 


BY W. F. W1XSEY 


Farm leaders point out that it Is 


an opportune time for farmers, who 
ore not already raisins tho crop to 
consider experimenting with a few 
acres of soybeans this summer. 


The beans are used as an emer- 


gency hay crop or as the regular hay 
crop and the hay is the equal of al- 
falfa as feed for dairy cattle, nogs 
and sheep. Soybeans put in the silo 
at the right time make much better 
feed than the ordinary corn sllace. 
Bound into bundles with a grain 
binder when the leaves begin to turn 
color and the beans are nearly hard 
cured la shocks as oats, stored in 
mows, ground in hammer mills, 
stems, leaves and beans, and the 
meal mixed ^ ith a home-grown dairy 
ration, so} beans saves the money ex- 
pended for protein dairy feeds and 
produces r maximum flow of milk. 


In making hay of a crop of soy- 


beans, some farmers cut the beans 
with a grain binder and cure the 
bunCtes in shocks as oats are cu.-- 
ed. This method cuts down the work 
of making: soybeans hay. Other 
growers cut the crop with a mower, 
rake the beans into windows, and 
finally leave crop in cocks until It 
is ready to go Into the mow. The 
work of the latter method is about 
equal to that of making heavy al- 


falfa hay as there is invariably a 
heavy growth to handle. After pas- 
sing from the swarth to the win- 
drow and into- the cock, tho bean? 
euro In the cock without sMkln? 
up or any farther disturbance. As 
th» chief feed value of soybean hay 
is in the leaves, it Is imparatlve that 
no leaves be lost in the curing pro- 
cess. 


Soybeans have the advantage of 


alfalfa In several Important particu- 
lars. As th* seed is planted in the 
spring after corn is planted, winter- 
killing so common in. tho past with 
alfalfa, is out of the question with 
so> beam. The beans will grow and 
often d.> well on soil so deficient in 
lime and phosphate that it will not 
raise white beans. Soybeans will 
grow on blow sand or on low flat 
lands where alfalfa fails. The soy 
beans do their best, however, on 
good fertile aoU. 


By working the soil at Intervals 


the weeds should be Killed in the 
spring before the beans are planted 
and a fine seed bod should be pre- 


pared. The seed should not be cover 
ed too deeply nor bo left ->n the sur- j 
face. 


The scc3 may be broadcasted or 


drilled. It should be inoculated with 
a special culture that may bo ob- 
tained from the county as»>nt or 
from tho college of agriculture. 


It a corn planter is used as a drill 


the rows are straddled to get the 
right distance between the rows. In 
case a grain drill is usM ever}' other 
spout is closed. 


"When planting in rows SO to 36 


Inches apart, 30 to 40 pounds of seed 
per acre should be allowed for heav- 
ier soils, and 20 to 25 pounds for 
lighter and less fertile soils. Where 
the distance between the rows Is 
greater or less, the amount of seed 
will vary accordingly.
